Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Implicit in the un-amended form of previously 
rejected claims 13-15 and 17-19 is a request for reconsideration. However, Applicant's argument in traverse appears only based on an 
alleged failure by the Kadota reference (cited for disclosing a ZnO transparent electrode in the Final Office Action) to teach "a transparent 
electrode including ZnO" (see Remarks, page 7). However, layer 43 is transparent because ZnO is transparent and layer 43 is abutting 
electrode component 49 (see [0035] as cited), and is made of ZnO that is heavily doped to have low resistivity (preferably less than 1 Ohm 
.cm or less: see in addition to [0035] also [0037],Therefore, layer 43 itself is an electrode, having substantially the same voltage as 
electrode component 49 and being materially contiguous with said electrode component 49. Kadota admits the electrode nature of 
element 43 explicitly: see [0037]. That , in the semiconductor device arts, layers are considered suitable as electrodes for resistivities that 
are of the order of 1 Ohm-cm and even for resistivity values that are higher than that by order of magnitude is witnessed, for instance, by 
Hubacek et al (US 2002/0127853 A1) (see paragraph [0048]). 
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
